Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 12, 8 a. m.—Passengers 
on the east bound 20 hour Pennsylvania flyer 
which left Chicago at 2:45 yesterday after- 
noon had a miraculous escape from frightful 
death and injury early this morning. 

The train left Pittsburg shortly after 1 a. 
™m. and was speeding east at the rate of 
fifty-five miles an hour. Just before it 
reached Larimer, twenty miles from here, 
the flyer’s engineer was horified to see the 
headlight of @ train approaching him on the 
same track. : 

He threw on the emergency brakes and the 
fireman sounded the whistle for dear life. 
The engineer of the approaching train saw 
the danger at the same moment, for he blew 
his whistle and put on the brakes.

BRYAN TALKS OF “DEMOCRACY.”’ 
Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 11.-—William Jen- 
nings Bryan was the guest of honor at a 
banquet on the twenty-first anniversary of 
the Jefferson club of this city at the Plankin- 
ton house tonight. Covers were laid for 500 
guests. Mr. Bryan arrived in the city this 
evening and previous to his appearance at 
the banquet delivered a lecture at the Public 
Service building for the benefit of the Catho- 
lic Boys’ home. Mr. Bryan was received with 
tumultuous applause on ‘his arrival at the 
banquet. He responded to the toast, “ De- 
mocracy.”’ % 

He discussed the trust, tariff, and rail- 
roads questions. On the trust question, he 
favored the enforcement of the criminal laws 
against the trusts, and the enactment of new 
laws, one of which is known as the licenge 
system, to be applied to corporations when 
they control as much as 25 per cent of the 
total output in their respective lines. 

On the tariff question he favored immediate 
revision, beginning with the tariff on articles 
which come into competition with trust made 
articles. 

On the railroad question he expressed him- 
self as in favor of more stringent regulation 
—regiilation to take the form of legislation 
ascertaining the present value of the rail- 
roads, preventing the watering of stock, and 
reducing rates.

WORK IS STOPPED BY POLICE

Patrol Wagon Hurried to Balk Road’s 


Maneuver in Early Morning. 


The discovery that the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul railway has calmly appro- 
priated four blocks of a Rogers Park street 
and is constructing tracks thereon has re- 
sulted in a return to the days of the vigilance 
committee in the suburb. 

Although firearms are not displayed, as in 
the olden days, the members of the Rogers 
Park committee say they are just as de- 
termined. The committee members have 
pledged themselves to contribute $15,000, if 
need be, to prevent further encroachments. 

The land appropriated is in Southport av- 
enue, from Pratt street to Tuohy street. It 
was about three days ago that the citizens 
discovered that the railroad had removed a 
portion of the high fence which inclosed its 
property, and was constructing a third track 
in the road. Had the track been completed it 
would have made impossible further use of 
the narrow strip of street that remained. 


No Plans Have Been Filed. 

John M. Carlson, a real estate dealer, and 
a score of property owners secured a copy 
of the ordinance under which the ralilroad’s 
work is supposed to be carried on, and dis- 
covered that there was no authority for this 
work. Next, a visit was made to the city 
hail, and after a conference with Paul 
Kedieske, deputy commissioner of public 
works, it was learned that the road was vio- 
lating its ordinance in another way. It has 
not filed plans and specifications showing 


ing constructed. 

On Saturday morning a squad of policemen 
Was sent to the track and all work was 
stopped. The workmen were called off, and 
it appeared there would be no trouble until 
the question was settied at the city hall. 
Sunday evening, however, while members 
of the impromptu vigilance committee were 
going to their various places of worship a 
rumor gained ground that the road was go- 
ing to “drive the policemen away ” and con- 
tinue work in spite of opposition.

An hour later a train 
loaded with 200 workmen backed up to the 
Rogers Park station and the workmen were 
unloaded in the face of the one policeman.

MAYOR APPROVES 
PHONE FRANCHISE 


Signs the Ordinance and Is- 
sues a Full Statement of 
His Reasons for Tak- 
ing Such Action. 


}ONLY DOUBT ON RATES. 


If They Prove Too High He Says 
Council Can Cut Them After 
Thirty Months; Alder- 
men Explain. 


Mayor Busse signed the ordinance granting 
a twenty year franchise to the Chicago Tele- 
phone company a few minutes before 7 
o'clock last night. He affixed his signature 
in his office, at the city hall, In the presence 
of Corporation Counsel E. J. Brundage and 
Assistant Corporation Counsel George W. 
Miller and Private Secretary B. J. Mullaney. 
Ald. Milton J. Foreman and Ald. Frank L 


little earlier. After they had gone out the = 
mayor had a final conference with Mr. Brun- a 
dage and Mr. Miller, both of whom had gone 
into the merits of the ordinance fully. 

The mayor then gave to the press a state- 
ment containing his reasons for signing the 
measure, with a memorandum of the imme 
diate rate reductions provided for in the 
ordinance. 

The ordinance, in all fits provisions, there- 
fore will be in effect at once upon its accept- 
ance by the company, which, of course, is 
assured beyond peradventure. The com- 
pany’s directors will meet about the first of 
December, and the vote on acceptance will be 
taken at that time. 


Council Hears Two Statements. 


Having settled the matter of the franchise, 
the mayor went at once to the meeting of 
the council. When the aldermen reconvened 
at 7:30 o'clock the word ran round the cham- 
ber that the ordinance had been signed. The 
relief of mind that this announcement occa- 
sioned was noticeable. It was a really jocu- 
lar set of aldermen that Mayor Busse called 
to order. 
It is not likely that the ordinance would 
have been mentioned at all in the meeting 
if two aldermen—Snow and Josetti—had not 
desired to explain their absence when the or- — 
dinance was passed. They wanted to say 
they would have voted against it if they had 
been present. 
“ There have been numerous comments in 
the public press with reference to recent 
meetings of the council,” said Ald. Snow, 
rising to a question of personal privilege. 
“In order that I may set myself right with 
my colleagues in the council, I desire to 
say that during the last six weeks I have 
interrupted urgent business engagements and 
| Fetarned to Chimage on. two ccogalons, travel 
ing @ total of 5,000 miles, in order to be pres 
ent when notified that the telephone ordi- 
nance would be called up. On each of these 
occasions it wag deemed expedient notito call 
the ordinance up. 

Was to Be Called by Wire. 
“On Oct. 21, as the council] will remem 
ber, I attempted to call up this ordinance 
myself for the purpose of sending it back te 
the committee, but I was unable to do 50. 
Before leaving the city again recently on 
urgent business I arranged with Ald. Foell 
to notify me by wire when the ordinance was 
to be called up. 
“TI received a telegram a week ago last 
Friday night from Ald. Foell telling me that 
the ordinance was to be called up on the fol- 
lowing Monday night. I started at once, but 
on reaching Winnipeg the next morning 
found that { could not get a train that would 
land me in Chicago before Tuesday, I there- 
fore wired his honor the mayor and Aid. 
Foell and Bennett, asking them to use their 
best offices to secure postponement of the 
consideration of the ordinance until I could 
be present. 
“ Ald. Bennett wired me by day message 
Monday night that the consideration of the 
ordinance had been postponed till Wednes- 
day. But through lack of promptness on the 
part of the telegraph company that message 
was not delivered to me till last Saturday 
night, and I had no knowledge till then tit 
the ordinance had been considered. The 
telegram had lain in my hotel at Winnipeg 
instead of being forwarded. 
“If I had received the telegram I would 
have been here by Wednesday night. And 
if I had been here I would have worked 
against the passage of the ordinance. Ihave 
not changed my mind that this council has 
failed to secure the best ordinance for the 
telephone users of Chicago." 


Josetti Also Explains. 
A tew minutes later Ald. Josetti was moved 
to secure recognition for a persona! privilege. 
“As I have been unable recently to at- 
tend a certain evening meeting of the coun- 
cil,” he said, “and as it has been said that 
it was because I was getting cold feet, I 
want to say that if I had been here I would 
have voted against the telephone ordinance.*’ 
Ald. Josetti was present during the earlier 
stages of the débate on the ordinance and 
voted with the opponents of the measure, but 
he was absent when the final vote was taken.

Power to Enforce Good Service. 


“The power of the city to compel the com- 
pany to furnish the best possible service is 
clearly set out in section 5, and the commis- 
sioner of public works is specifically desig- 
mated as the official whose duty it is to en- 
force the service provisions of the ordinance, 
and to enforce any subsequent ordinances or 
resolutions passed by the city council. This 
section is broad enough so that he may, if it 
should become necessary, employ such ex- 
pert assistance as he may require for exam- 
ining into and determining all questions per- 
taining to service. 

“It thus becomes a part of his duty under 
the specific terms of the ordinance to receive 
complaints and to compel compliance with 
the requirements for good service. The city 
council and the city government, repre- 
sented by the commissioner of publit works, 
have power at all times to require of the 
company such action ag will keep the service 
up to the best possible point, under penalty of 
fesfeiture.

Final Meeting in Opposition.

After several addresses 
hed been made by aldermen who.voted 
against the ordinance and others, resolutions 
were passed asking Mayor ese to veto 
the ordinance. The last par ph of the 
resolutions read:

There was a proposal that the opponents 
of the telephone ordinance who remained 
to the last—the crowd had thinned consid- 
erably—march to the mayor's office to mani- 
fest their displeasure. A few started, but 
they thought better of it before they reached 
the city hall. ! 

Calls It Worst for Twenty Years. 

Arnot Stubblefield of the Hamilton club 
criticised the action of the aldermen who 
voted fer the measure severely, saying: 

‘“‘ We had all come to believe that the days 
had gone by when aldermen could be bought 
and sold like so many cattle. Perhaps we 
were mistaken. This is the most favorable 
grant given to a corporation west of New 
York in the last twenty years. Under its 
terms it will yield not less than 20 per cent 
on the money invested. During the financial 
flurry, when all securities have depreciated, 
telephone stock went up to 106 after the 
passage of the ordinance.” 

Ald. Fulton, Ald. Connery, and Uhlir 
were among the other speakers. John T. 
Gilbert, who presided, attacked Ald. Linn 
H. Yeung, chairman of the committee which 
put the ordinance through. He isa resident 
of the Sixth ward and always has worked for 
Ald. Young in the past. 

Several times during the meeting the cry 
of ‘‘ Thieves! Thieves!"’ came from. the 
audience, when reference was made to some 
of the aldermen. Oneof the excited men rose 
to his feet and shouted:

NATIONAL W.C. T.U. REPORT _ 
IS FOR TOTAL ABSTINENCE. 


Resolutions Under Consideration at 
Nashville Also Favor Single Stand- 
ard of Morality for Men and Women. 


Nashville, Tenn., Nov. 11.—In the national 


W. C. T. U. convention this afternoon the 


report of the committee on resolutions was 
followed by a long, earnest debate. Consid- 
eration of the report. was not completed, but 
wiil be resumed tomorrow. 

The report practically indorsed the speech 
of Mrs. Stevens, tne president. It declares 
for total abstinence, prohibition—state and 
national—and deplores efforts for reinstate- 
ment of thearmy canteen. A protest is made 
again liquor advertisements in the United 
States mail and regret is expressed that the 
government should sanction the sale of liquor 
in the canal zone. A single standard of 
purity, applying to man and woman alike, is 
declared for. 

By motion of Mrs. Emily M. Hill, president 
of the Cook county, Ill., W. C. T. U., a memo- 
rial to congress was ordered drafted by 
the National Women’s Christian Temperance 
union asking that body to forbid the sale of 
liquor on the lakes and rivers of the country, 
and United States coast waterways. 


199 SALOONS ARE VOTED OUT. 


Attorney for the Anti-Saloon League 
Says Only Twenty Illinois Pre- 
. cints Went “Wet.” 


Springfield, Ill., Nov. 11.—Ernest A. Scrog- 
in, attorney for the Anti-Saloon league, today 
gave the following resumé of the result of 
the vote in Illinois on the question of licensing 
saloons under the new loca! option law:

Bakery Ordinance Amended. 


Ald. Dunn called up the report of the license 
committee and had passed the amendment 
provided for the regulation of bakeries in the 
city. The principal provisions of the ordi- 
nance are: 

The bakeries shal! be kept in a sanitary condition. 
‘No person shall sleep in a bakery, and sleeping 
places of employés shall be separate from the 
rooms where flour or meal is stored. 

No domestic animals except cats shall be per- 
mitted in a bakery. 

The use of tobacco shall be prohibited in a bakery. 

The bakery shall at all times be open to inspec- 
tion by the commissioner of health. 


Forbids Rinks Upstairs. 


Hereafter roller skating rinks can be con- 
ducted only on the first floors of buildings. 
Ald. Richert, at the request of Building 
Commissioner Downey, persuaded the coun- 
cil to pass such an amendment to the butid- 
ing ordinance. In giving his reasons the 
alderman said: 

“ There is a rink in Grand boulevard near 
Fortieth street on the second floor, which is 
used by as many as 600 children at a time. 
Underneath is a garage in which a large 
amount of gasoline is stored. In case of a 
fire the majority of the users of the rink 
must certainly suffer. The commissioner 
considers the situation dangerous.”’ 

Ald. Roberts sent in an order on Traction 
Expert Hereley to compel the elevated roads 
to put signs on their trains showing their 
routes and whether they are locals or ex- 
press, which was sent to the committee on 
local transportation, but Ald.

Five hundred Chicago ministers and church 
workers listened yesterday to a suggestion 
that the authorities be asked to show cause 
why they should not be removed from office 
for refusing to close the saloons of the city 
on Sunday. ;

Trickett, assistant attorney general of Kan- 
sas, the principal speaker at a meeting held 
at Handet hail by the Chicago Law and Order 


league. 

‘“ When the mayor of Chicago saye he will 
not enforce the laws of Illinois he is gullty 
of treason and nullification!” said the 
peaker. ‘‘ And;if the majority of the peo- 
of Chicago are with him on this, then 
the city of Chicago is im open rebellion against 
the sovereign state of Illinois. 


Saloons Closed in. Kansas. 

**Out where I live there was a mayor who 
said the saloons in his town should not be 
closed on Sunday. One morning he woke up 
to find’ himself facing the proposition of 
showing cause why he: should not be prose- 
cuted and removed for malfeasance in office. 
He closed the saloons.”’ 

“You come here and we'll do it that way!” 
shouted the Rev. W. A. Bartlett from his seat 
on the stage. 

After the meeting individual members of 
the audience weren't sure their enthusiasm 
for Kansas methods hadn't run away with 
them. 

“Fine! Fine! It wasa glorious address,” 
said one minister. ‘‘ Indict the authorities? 
Mm—why, really, you—er—talk to some one 
else, won’t you? You know, I can’t say any- 
thing about that!” *

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WRESTLING BOUTS 


AT WHITE HOUSE 


Champion Jap and Assistants 


” Give Exhibition for Pres- 


ident Roosevelt. 
SPORT ENTHU SES GUESTS, 


Giant Athlete in Remarkable 
Demonstration of Phys- 
 jeal Prowess. 


Washington, D, C., Nov. 11.—[Special.j— 
The historic east room of the White house 
was the scene today of an exhibition of skill 
and strength which delighted the president 
of the United States and his guests, mem- 
bers of the tennis cabinet and some others, 
There have been weddings, funerals, public 
ceremonials, official receptions, ‘and other 
functions of an impressive festive charac- 
ter in this fine apartment. Mrs. Abigail 
Adams, wife of the second president, hung 
up a week's wash there, but never before 
did a wrestling match take place within its 
four walls. It was an unusual affair and 
some of those who witnessed it said they 
would not have missed it for the world. 

The exhibition was given by Taniemon Hit- 
achiyama, champion of champions among 
Japan’s wrestlers, and three associates, all 
athletes of“note in their native country. 
Hitachiyama came to the White house today 
in fulfillment of a promise made to President 
Roosevelt in September when he gave the 
president a beautiful Japanese sword which 
had come to Hitachiyama from the people 
of his native town, as a mark of their ad- 
re for his powers in the wrestling 
ring. 

Explains. Rules to President. 

The Japanese wrestlers brought with them 
a big padded mat, which was placed on the 
east room floor. On this they put a green 
carpet, upon which was chalked a circle 14 
feet in diameter. Under the rules of wrest- 
ling, as demonstated by the Japanese, a fall 
outside this circle does not count. There are 
other restrictions which Hitachiyama ex- 
plained to the spectators. 

Hitachiyama and his assistants appeared 
at the White house in frock coats and silk 
hats, but quickly changed these for wrestling 
costumes, consisting of short tights, a breech 
cloth, with long strips of the same material 
attached to it for ornament, and tight fit- 
ting shirts. Hitachiyama is a giant in 
stature—a real man mountain—with a chest 
like an elephant and ah upper arm as big as a 
boy's waist. He tips the scales at 290 pounds 
and overtopped every man present, including 
his brawny assistants. 

At a word from Hitachiyama‘ two of his 
assistants stepped into the ring. One wasa 
champion of second class or middleweight 
wrestlers. He weighed 175 pounds and his 
opponent weighed ten pounds less. Hita- 
chiyama explained they were to have five 
bouts. Under the rules‘of the sport, which is 
called ‘‘Sumo,”’ it is necessary for one con- 
testant to put the other down on the mat in- 
side the 14 foot circle. If one contestant was 
thrown outside the circle or if both contest- 
ants fell together the bout was a draw. 


Bouts Stir Gallery. 

The two wrestlers went at it cautiously at 
first, then with vehemence. The spectators 
saw a game combination of boxing and 
wrestling, for each combatant used his hands 
in warding off the rushes of the other. In 
two bouts the wrestlers fell together, but 
in the other three the lighter man threw his 
opponent and was declared the victor. Once 
the larger man was thrown over the head of 
his opponent and landed on his back. 

There was plenty of excitement around the 


| ringside while the bouts were in progress. 


Ambassador Jusgserand was the most en- 
thusiastic member of the company. But the 
president and others were by no means in- 
dierent to what they saw. 

Then Hitachiyama took his turn. He 
showed what a strong man could do against 
odds seemingly overwhelming. Three as- 
sistants took turns in rushing at Hitachi- 
yama. With his powerful arms he would 
throw each aside in the easiest manner. They 
tried every Way to bring hima: to the ground, 
but the champion’s strength and skill were 
too much for them whether they came singly 
or together. It wasa | eagettecte exhibition, 
and when it was over the president and his 
guests crowded around Hitachiyama and 
congratulated him heartily.

Germany’s Emperor, Delayed 
by Fog, Finally Lands 
on British Soil. 


REACH CASTLE AT NIGHT. 


Royal Party Arrives at Windsor, 
Where Queen Greets the 
Noble Guests. 


LONDON. Nov. 11.—Owing to a chilling, 
impenetrable fog, which made a passe 
age from the Isle of Wight impossible, 
the German imperial yacht Hohengollern, 
having on board Emperor William, the em- 
‘press, and the other members of the German 
imperial party who are to visit King Edward 
and Queen Alexander, was unable to cross 
the Portsmouth bar on the early tide. and did 
not reach the Jetty until three hours after 
the appointed time this afternoon. 

The Hohenzollern, with the escorting fleet, 
anchored last night off Selsea Bill, not hav- 
ing been able t6é enter Sandown Bay, Isle of 
Wight, according to program. The German 
emperor's faith in the healing qualities of 
the climate of the Isle of Wight must have 
received a rude shock, as, owing to the thick 
fog, even the precise position of the im- 
perial yacht was not known until nearly 
noon, when it wage discovered that it had feit 
its way through the gloom to the Nab light- 
ship and had anchored there pending a suf- 
ficient lifting of the pall to enable the im- 
perial party to land at Great Britain’s pre- 
mier dockyard. 

As it was then too late to catch the tide and 
enter the harbor the reception party ashore 
waited patiently until the Hohengollern suc- 
ceeded in finding its way into Portsmouth 
and making fast to the naval jetty used asa 
landing place for important personages. 


Finds Kaiser in Fog. 


The prince of Wales, however, who had 
been delegated by King Edward to personal- 
ly welcome the German emperor and em- 
presa; had in the meanwhile boarded a tor- 
pedo boat, accompanied by Field Marsha! 
Lord Roberts, gone out in the darkness to 
find the imperial yacht, and succeeded in 
getting on board of her just as the fog lifted 
sufficiently. to enable the Hohenzollern to 
proceed to Portsmouth. 

The British channel fleet, under the com- 
mand of Admiral Lord Charles Beresford 
and numbering nearly fifty warships, dressed 
from stem to stern, saluted the German em- 
peror as the Hohenzollern passed up the 
narrow waters of Spithead, the land bat- 
teries joining in the welcome. 


German emperor and empress and their 
suites, accompanied by the prince of Wales 
and his suite, left Portsmouth by train for 
Windsor at 2:30 p. m., amid the fire of a 
royal salute from the assembled warships 
and the garrison batteries. 


Cordial Welcome at Windsor. 


The imperial party reached Windsor at 5 
o'clock and were warmly greeted by King 
Edward and Queen Alexandra. The two 
monarchs and their wives cordially embraced 
and then went to Windsor castle. 

The visitors had left the fog behind them,

LAW AND ORDER’S FRIEND. 


Known Also for His Active In- 
terest in Behalf of Pub- 
lic Improvements. 


Henry C. Staver, president of the Staver 
Carria ompany, died yesterday while on 
the oper@ting table in Englewood hospital. 
He was 63 years old. 

Mr. Staver had been suffering for a year 
and a half from a tumor of the abdomen. 
ix months ago an operation was performed 
which afforded temporary relief. A few days 
ago, however, his condftion became such that 
Dr, C. F. Weir, the family physician, de- 
cided another operation was necessary. 

The patient was taken to the hospital in the 
morning and at 3:30 p. m. the operation was 
performed by Dr. Weir and Dr. LL. L. Mc- 
Arthur. In the midst of the operation, and 
while he sti was under the influence of the 
anesthetic, Mr. Staver’s heart action sudden- 
ly became weak and a few minutes later he 
was dead. The physicians gave qut a state- 
ment that the immediate cause of th was 
heart failure. 

The arrangements for the funeral will be 
announced today. The family was endeavor- 
ing last night to locate a son, Lieut. Roy B. 
Staver, U. S. A., whose headquarters are in 
San Francisco. The manufacturer left a 
widow, one other son, Herry B., anda daugh- 
ter, Frances. 


Leader in Public Movements. 
Mr. Staver, who had been a resident of 
- ESnglewood for twenty years, was known as 
&@ leader in local public movements. Among 
the manufacturers of vehicles he was 4 
national figure. He was born at Loganton, 
Pa., Dec. 19, 1844, and at the age of 10 came 
With his family to southwestern Wisconsin. 
where he received his education. He worked 
on his father’s farm till he was 21, when he 
removed to Warren, Ill., and for three years 
clerked in a hardware and implement house. 
Later he was a salesman for the implement 
firm of Mack & McCracken, Monroe, Wis. 
‘With his brother he established the firm 
of Staver Bros. in 1871, but soon afterward 
sold out-and became a traveling salesman 
for the Sandwich Manufacturing company. 
In 1876 he became a jobber of implements in 
Kansas City, a business which later was con- 
solidated with the Moline Plow company, 
after which Mr. Staver became secretary of 
the J. I. Case Plow company, Racine, Wis. 


Starts Oarriage Factory Here. 

He came to Chicago in 1885 and with C. D. 

Sinclair and G. K. Smith formed the firm of 

‘H. C. Staver & Co., jobbers of implements 
and vehicles. This firm later became the 
Staver & Abbott company, and finally was 
incorporated in the Staver Carriage com- 
pany, of which Mr. Staver was president and 
general manager until his death. The fac- 
tory at ‘Wallace and Seventy-sixth streets 
has an annual output of vehicles valued at 
$1,000,000. 

Mr. Staver served several years as presi- 
dent of the Carriage Builders’ National asso- 
ciation and of the National Association of 
Agricultural Implement and Vehicle Manu- 
facturers. 

He was president of the Methodist Social 
wnion, 1904, and succeeded Murry Nelson in 
1905 as president of the citizens’ committee 
‘for the suppression of crime. He was also 
at one time president of the Englewood Law 
and Order league. In politics he was a re- 
publican. He was a member of the Union 
League club. His family residence is 7220 
Princeton avenue.

Stories of Tragedy. 

Ethel Phillips, 11, adopted daughter of 
Phillips, testified that from 12:30 a. m., when 
Phillips was discovered wounded by a pistol 
bullet in the neck, until 3:45 a. m., when the 
doctors arrived, no word was spoken as to 
how he was wounded. 

Dr. Charles L. Richardson testified he ar- 
rived at Phillips’ home about 3:45 a. m. and 
found Phillips in bed. He assisted Phillips 
to the bathroom. While in the bathroom 
Phillips, remarked: 

“JT am more worried about Mrs. Phillips 
than I am about myself.” 


Heard Noises in Basement. 

Ethel Phillips, on cross examination, was 
asked if she heard any noise that might in- 
dicate burglary.

EXPLAINS THE MONEY FLURRY. 


David R. Forgan Shows That Banks’ 
Business “Depends on Credit of Peo- 
ple of the Country. 


David. R. Forgan, president of the National 
City bank, was the principal speaker last 
night at the annual banquet of the Hvanston 
branch of the Young Men's Christian asso- 
ciation. After asserting that the present 
“ panic "’ exists entirely “‘ in the minds of the 
people,”’ Mr. Forgan explained: 

‘‘ Bankers accept deposits upon the theory 
that they will not all be required at the same 
time. There is not enough currency in the 
world to meet the deposits held by the banks 
of the United States. Credit is the founda- 
tion of the banking business, and to take care 
of $5,000,000 or $6,000,000 In transactions there 
usually is paid out about $100,000 or $200,000 
in cash. 

“* During the last eight or nine months there 
was a growing feeling of apprehension, and 
the crisis was brought about when the people 
stopped putting their money in the banks. 
At the same time the country banker thought 
it prudent to-increasé the deposits in his own 
bank and lessen his deposits in the large 
cities. Those were the circumstances which 
led to the action ef the Chicago bankers in 
placing business upon a clearing house basis. 

“The entire trouble may be traced to the 
rigidity and scarcity of our national cur- 
rency, conditions that may be amended by 
our next congress. As for the local situa- 
tion, I hope to see a return to a strictly cash 
basis within a short time.”

ACTION IS TAKEN IN SECRET. 


Charged With Trying to Undermine 
Principles of the Church. 


Battle Creek, Mich., Nov. 11.—[Special.]— 
Despite energetic efforts to suppress the 
news, it became known today that at a secret 
meeting of the Adventist church Dr. John 
H, Kellogg. head of a system of sanita- 
riums. was expelled Sunday night, along 
with Elder George C. Tenney, medical mis- 
sionary editer, and a half dozen others. El- 
der Malcomb H. Campbell, presiding at the 
meeting behind closed doors, denounced Kel- 
logg and Tenney as the strong arms of the 
movement emanating from the sanitarium 
to undermine the tenets and principles of 
the Seventh Day Adventist church. 

Not only were scouts. kept on guard for 
reporters, but . E. Kellogg was thrown 
out because he d been an editor once and 
was suspected of giving news to reporters. 
It developed that Elders Amadon and Bo- 
reau had been commissioned to meet with 
Dr. Kellogg. They reported that Dr. Kel- 
logg, in conversation, criticised some denom- 
inational matters and persons, notably 
Prophetess Ellen G. White. Elder Tenney’s 
work, “ The Medical Migsionary,”” was as- 
sailed in bitter language. Tenney, given a 
chance to speak, denied that the sanitarium 
had arrayed itself against the church, but it 
did no good. Kellogg, Tenney, and others 
were expelled, and others wifi follow later, 
according to the announcement. 
The reason for Kellogg's expulsion as ex- 
plained tonight by members of the flook 
is not sensational. The claim is advanced 
that Kellogg merely lost interest, religiously 
and financially, in the church, the same 
being true of Elder Tenney. The vote to 
drop Kellogg was unanimous. Three voted 
for Tenney’s retention.

filed in the Appellate court yesterday. 

The decision was a final affirmation of a 
recent Superior court ruling denying to Eb- 
erle L. Wilson, a pupil at the Hyde Park High 
school, an injunction restraining the schcol 
board from enforcing its ‘“ anti-frat’"’ rule. 
Similar attacks have been made in several 
courts. 

‘This means thar the school board is free 
to go a..ead ana enforce the rule against 
fraternities and sororities,’’ said Supt. Cooley. 
‘“*I am in favor of a more stringent rule than 
the one we have. This, you know. simply 
prohibits students who are in fraternities 
from playing on athletic (eams or participat- 
ing in school activities cutside the building. y

By far the greater number of complaints 
have come from patrons of North Clark 
street, Evanston avenue, and other lines on 
which cars constructed for hot water heat- 
ing are operated. Up to date the heaters in 
these cars have been absolutely innocent of 
warmth. On Sunday night patrons shivered 
in an atmosphere the temperature of which 
lingered around 40 degrees. . 

“In the electric heated cars all you have 
to do is to ask the conductor to turm on the 
heat,”” said H. L. Beach, assistant super- 
intendent of the company. ‘‘ The hot water 
heaters are being fired up as rapidly as pos- 
sible. Those are new cars and it takes an 
expert to start the heaters. It is a delicate 
matter. We have an expert at the Devon 
avenue barns starting the heat in these cars 
as rapidly as possible. I think that if you 
will have patience there will be plenty of heat 
goon,” ‘ 

In some of the electrically heated cars it 
has been found impossible to turn oh the 
heat on account of the absence” of a fuse 
connecting the radiators with the supply of 
current. The company’s officials indignant- 
ly deny the charge of a cynical patron that 
the fuses were removed in order to keep 
Gown the of supplying heat.

| Capt. Amundsen Tells Plans 
- for Search for the Earth’s 
Arctic. Axis in 1910. 


AT NORWEGIAN BANQUET 


Possibility That the Expedition 
Will Sail Under the Stars 
and Stripes. 


Sailing under the American flag and with 
polar bears as his aids instead of Esquimo 
dogs, Capt. Roald Amundsen of Norway will 
attempt in 1910 to reach the north pole. 

At a banquet given in his honor by Chicago 
Norwegians at the Annex Capt. Amundsen 
announced last night that preparations for 
his next journey into the frozen north were 
about completed. He said he would sail from 
San Francisco to the Behring straights and 
attempt to float on the ice to the north pole. 

Cheers greeted the announcement from the 
first man who passed through the northwest 
passage and located the north magnetic pole, 
and the 150 prominent Norwegians present 
echoed the statement of Nicholay Grevstad 
when he said: 

“If the north pole is to be discovered and 
Capt. Amundsen goes after it, he will reach 
the pole before he stops.”’ 


May Sail Under American Flag. 

Capt. Amundsen said he woulé‘determine 
soon whether to have hig ship built in this 
country or Norway. A number of American 
capitalists have been interested in the plan, 


ican capital will provide for a five years’ voy- 
age and it will sail under the American flag. 
“My idea of taking polar bears with me 
is not simply talk,’ said the explorer. ‘‘ Ha- 
genbeck of Germany now is training six 
polar bears for me, and I shall use them in- 
stead of dogs. They can endure more and 
will prove more serviceable for the trip.’’ 
. F,. Herman. Gade, Norwegian consul at 
Chicago, was toastmaster. Mr. Grevstad 
welcomed Mr. Amundsen to Chicago and the 
explorer responded with a-short speech in 
his native tongue. 


Likes the Chicago People. 


“When I was here a year ago,”’ he said, 
“I feared that my reception was but the out- 
burst of momentary enthusiasm. Now I 
find that I have many true friends here and 
when I am again in the arctic cold I shall 
remember Chicago always.”’

More Hopeful Developments in

sion. Ii was evident at the start that the 
Market had undergone too much selling last 
week, and that a big short interest remained 
to be satistied. Aside from the snappy gen- 
eral covering by shorts the price defenders 

‘Were fortified by a mass of influential news 
matter, foremost of which were loftier prices 
abroad, sharp rises in northwestern markets, 
light world’s shipments, with America con- 
tributing more than half of the grand total, 
extraordinary export flour business at Min- 
neapolis, and unfavorable advices concern- 
ing the crop situation in Argentina. ¥ inal 
prices showed net gains over Saturday’s clos- 
ing quotations of 2%c for December, 2%@%c 
for May, and 1%c for July. 


Financial Situation Clearer. 


The market benefited much from the more 
hopeful view of the financial situation, gen- 
eral bank accommodations being better than 
in some time. Liverpool, Berlin, and Buda- 
pest ‘came much stronger, and world’s ex- 
ports last week showed a total of 11,416,000 
du, compared to 11,208,WU0U0 bu the correspond- 
ing period last year. America contributed 
6,522,000 bu, compared to 6,208,000 bu the 
preceding week. Russia and the Danube 
shipped 2,760,000 bu, or about 1,000,000 bu 
under the exports of the week before. Sup- 
plies'on ocean passage showed an increase of 
1,024,000 bu, a matter that was not given 
bearish construction because of the heavy 
shipments from these shores last week. 


Export Talk Is Bullish. 


It was said before the start that export 
business since Friday had been of big pro- 


portions, and Minneapolis sent word that its 


mills were doing more in an export flour busi- 
ness than on any day in years. Winnipeg had 
a remarkable rise, chiefly on export businese 
and a drying up of offerings. Receipte of 
wheat at Duluth and Minneapolis were 923 
cars for two days, against 750 cars last year. 
Local arrivals were only 37 cars. Tota) pri-

ago. 

The better tone to the stock market had a 
good effect om the grain markets, and it. was 
floor gossip that some of the big eastern 
plungers were buyers of wheat in this mar- 
ket. Cath wheat in the southwest and thé 
northwest was much stronger, with the gen- 
eral demand brisk. It was said that the 
northwest was a good supporter of futures in 
“this market as well as inits own pits. Un- 
favorable crop developments in Australia 
were reported, and India continued to send in 
crop matter of an alarming sort. A message 
from Canada indicated a strong probability 
that that country would import wheat to be 
ground into flour before another crop is 
harvested. Saskatchewan and Alberta prov- 
inces, it is said, wil! find it necessary to im- 
port much wheat for seeding purposes. Un- 
seasonably cold weather is said to be causing 
much alarm in Argentina, although some ad- 
wices were of a favorable character. The 
day’s clearances of wheat and flour were 
equal to 1,052,000 bu. 

Commission houses bought wheat all day, 
and a¥no time weré the offerings more than 
the support could digest conveniently. ‘It 
was only natural to expect a reaction after 
the long period of depression,”’ said a trader.

An improved demand was noted in all of the 
domestic cash. wheat markets yesterday, with 
holders generally assuming a more independ- 
ent attitude. The east was bidding Ic under 
December in store here for No. 2 red quite 
frecly, and there was a sale of a cargo at 
%c under. For c. 1. f. Buffalo stuff 24%c over 
December was bid. Monetary conditions 
were still too uncertain to permit of working 
wheat to advantage, either for domestic or 
export account, but a healthier tone was re- 
perted. Low grade wheat was about 2c 
higher relatively. In some instances east- 
ern dealers having wheat bought for De- 
cember shipment are asking to have ship- 
ments delayed until January. The export 
demand for hard winter wheats was reported 
slow by local exporters, the recent decline in 
Médnitoba wheat causing a lessened inquiry 
for this grade. St. Louis wired that prices 
for cash wheat were 3@4c higher, with 4 
good demand. Stocks of wheat at Minneap- 
olis decreased 25,000 bu for two days this 
week. No. 1 northern sold at a little better 
premium over the December—li&c. The 
money situation is easing up a little in the 
northwest. Philadelphia wired that accept- 
ances on offers of wheat made abroad were 
liberal. No. 1 northern at Duluth was rel- 
atively 2c higher. Sample corn here was 
steady to %c higher, and oats 1@2c up. Re- 
ceivers had a few more acceptances, but they 
were not large. On the other hand, some of 
the country shippers are trying to cancel pre- 
vious sales. Sales were 125,000 bu wheat, 
100,000 bu corn, and 50,000 bu oats. Seaboard 
sales were 240,000 bu wheat and 125,000 bu 
corn. 

Wheat is being exported from the United 
States and Canada in immense volume, the 
daily clearances averaging larger than at 
any time on the crop, and ocean vessel agents 
are predicting that wheat and flour will be 
exported at the rate of 1,000,000 bu or more 
a day for several weeks. One of the most 
conservative ocean freight brokers om the 
floor said that more charters for cargoes of 
breadstuffs had been made the last three 
days of last week than had been made for 
the same length of time on the crop. This 
statement was given added credibility by the 
Broomhall statement of exports, which cred- 
ited the North American continent with 
clearances last week of 6,552,000 bu out of 
a total from all countries of 11,616,000 bu. 
Indications are for even heavier clearances 
this week, the exports yesterday aggregating 
1,052,000 bu wheat and flour.

Various Corporations Offer 2 Per 
Cent for Large Amounts. 


CLEARINGS STILL DECREASE, 


Stocks Show Some Improvement on 
the Local Exchange. 


Through Sturges & Co. various corpora- 
tions were yesterday bidding a premium of 2 
per cent for currency. Cash was wanted in 
large amounts by firms to’ meet pay rolls. 
While naturally some phases of the acute- 
ness of the situation are wearing off, still 
the fact that firms are willing to pay $1.02 for 
$1 indicates how freely the banks are part- 
ing with their cash. The réal test of the 
situation is the amount of money that can 
be secured on a check or withdrawn from a 
savings deposit. 

Meanwhile there were reports yesterday 
that some of the new fangled cashier’s checks 
which are being put out have been counter- 
feited. The proposed clearing house checks, 
which offer the only golution for the pay roll 
problem and the only medium of exchange 
which can be relied upon and safeguarded 
against counterfeiting, were not authorized 
by the clearing house committee. However, 
such authorization will be a mere formal- 
ity and it was announced that the checks 
had not yet been printed. They are to be 
engraved on the same quality of paper that 
the government uses for currency, thouge 


there will be no similarity between the ap- | 614 bomi 


pearance of the checks and that of money, 
They will state distinctly what bank owes 
them and that they are secured by a de- 
posit of securities. 


Further Decrease in Clearings. 

Local bank clearings yesterday were §35,- 
530,473, or $2,677,844 less than Monday of 
last week, and $11,987,477 less than the pre- 
vieus Monday, so that the restriction in busi- 
ness appears to continue. 

New York continues to pay a premium for 
currency. A conservative member of the 
New York clearing house committee esti- 
mates that it will be several months before 
the banks there can call in their clearing 
house certificates, though he thought in the 
course of a few weeks the premium on cur- 
rency might disappear. 


American Steel Foundries. 


The American Steel Foundries company 
has issued the following statement: 

‘The directors of the American Steel Foun- 
dries company have decided to recommend 
to the stockholders’ meeting to be held at an 
early date that for the accumulated dividends 
on the preferred stock, amounting to §20 a 
share, there be given to the holders of pre- 
ferred stock 4 per cent debentures, payable 
within fifteen years, and also that at the end 
of the first six months of the present fiscal 
year there be declared a dividend of 8*per 
cent, payable in cash, both of the proposed 
distributions to be made, however, on the 
condition that the holders of the preferred 
stock shall exchange their present holdings 
for a like amount of new preferred with the 
cumulative provision excluded. 

“ The plan, if adopted, will probably be of 
benefit to and should be unanimously adopted 
by holders of both preferred and common 
stock.”’
